“Rt Hon. GF. G. Mastermiaif 
writes in the Daily "News as 
follows :—Just a yearagol called 
attention in these columns to the 
desperate plight of the Middle 
Classes. I received in response 
amass of letters making ex- 
ceeding]y pitiful reading. During 
the year their plight has since 
been described in other news- 
papers. <A similar mass of lettere 
has been received, and then 
again — ‘silence. Occasionally 
some charlatan has endeavour- 
ed to exploit their misery. 
Meetings are held at city 
hotels... The. Middle Classes 
crowd .to these--— meetings. 
They hope to hear some plan 
of relief. They listen - to 
denunciation of Labour, and 
especially of the coal miners. 
Then they return .to the dificult 


[task of living.” 


Nothing has, been proposed, so 
far ‘as J am aware, by auy of 
these advertising Leagues and 
Unions, which can remotely 
assistthem in that task. Noth- 
ing has been proposed by the 
Government during twelve 
months of office which can either 
directly or indirectly bring them 
relief. Every day since the Arm- 
istice has seen a steady worsen- 
ing of their position. Apathy is in 
some cases replacing protest. Pre- 
parations for migration abroad 
accompany a despair of any help 
at home. A deep smouldering 
resentment remains—-against the 
Government, the triumphant 
“workers.” the triumphant Pro- 
fiteer. 


STILL. MOUNTING PRICES. 
_ These men and women have 
done everything that good citizens 
could do. They have made im- 
mense sacrifices to rear their 
children ‘as good citizens. They 
acquiesced in national and local 
obligations in peace time.-.

Between the two, and 
despised by both, the Middle 
Classes perish, 

Their position has worsened in 
twelve months, It has worsened 
for more than one reason. For 
first the price of all their necess- 
ities of life has steadily risen. 
They were looking forweri hope- 
fully. during the war, to a deciine 
at the end. They were promised 
last spring, a 
decline. “The promise has vanish- 
d. Mounting prices have affect- 
the Middle Classes—the 
“blackcoated brigade.” Labour 
is tormented by the rise in food. 
So is the Middle Class. But the 
latter is also much harder hit by 
the rise.in price of clothes and 
boots and houselinen and laundty 
and furniture. Each month nas 
seen some biting away of an 
unworkable family budget. The 
clothes of respectability, main- 
tained during’ the war, have 
become impossibly shabby i in the 
succeeding peace.

THE MISERIES OF THE MANY. 


“You should tut’ your coat 
according to your cloth, I hear 
same opnlent economist say—in 
other words, economise.. But in 
what? Can we find a cheaper 
house? There are no houses to 
Reduce servico? My

We have not 
been to a theatre for eighteen 
months; We never entertain. 
Wehave reduced expenditure to 
bare necessities.

NOVEL CURE FOR SHELL- 
SHOCK. 


EMOTION SET FREE BY - 
HYPNOTISM. 


A remarkable theory on the 
cure of shell-shock by hypnotism 
is given in the Britisa Medica? 
Journal by Dr. William Brown, 

late medical officer in charge of 
Craigloekhart War Hospital for 
Neurastuenic Officers, and reader 
in psychology at London Univer- 
sity. Shell-shocked patients, he 
maintains, can becured by wo rk- 
ing off the emotion repressed at 
the time when theshock ocurred. 
“Take, says Dr. Brown, “the 
condition of almost any bad case 
of shell-shock onany ofthe fronts 
during the ‘past five years.

patient is vers easily hypnotised : 

if it be suggestedto him-that he 
will remamber the circumstances 

of his injury he wil act again: 
the whole circumstances, and in| 
that process his varlous functions 
will return. 


OUTLET .FOR EMOTION. 


“Tf he has beendumb,-he will 
how speak, without the necessity 
ofsuggesting it. [fhe has been 
paralysed,movement willuccurin 
Whathas been done? 
We have brought up the - Tost 
memories, and with che memories 
the lost functions.

A. MEMORIAL SUGGESTION. 


There will doubtless be a Rood 
deal of sympathetic support for 
the idea put forward in the,letter 
| which we publish to-day from a 
member of the Overseas Club on 
the subject of Hongkong's War 
Memorial and of the desirability 
to secure a room named after the 
Colony in the new building which 
is being erected in London. 
There is something to be said for 
his argument that very few of us 
regard Hongkong as our per- 
} manent home and that whatever 
memorial we erect here will re- 
present but a few. The plea is 
that as overseas men we should 
support the idea of having in the 
heart of the Empire a memorial 
in a building solely associated 
with oversea Britons. To mem- 
bers of the Overseas Club that is 
all very well and can properly 
be supporced, but we feel that in 
ourown Colony there should be 
someworthy reminder of what has 
beengiven. As the writer says, 
the Colony is a valuable asset 
of the British Empire and those 
‘men who went from here not to 
return should be kept fresh in our 
memory by some such, memorial 
as is suggested., We are by no 
means against the suggestion br 
“Overseas Club.” but it should 
only be supported as an auxiliary’ 
to our local expression. If the 
Committee finds that it has any 
spare funds, after everything has 
beea,met and paid for, we don't 
think that residents would mind 
it being sent Home for such a 
purpose as is suggested, but until 
our local memorial hes. been 
properly carried out there should 
be no definite commitment. At 
least, that is our view.

Those who_had hoped that, with the reservations which it had 
geen fit ta make, the United States Senate would ratify the Peace 
Treaty have been grievously disappointed. On a vote being taken, 
49 Senators were in favour of ratification and 3) against. However, 
a two-thirds ‘majority was required to conform to constitutional 
requirements. and as this was not obtained, thedecision amounts ta 
a rejection of the Treaty, even in its amended farm. Tle Treaty 
has, therefore, been returned to the President with'an intimation of 
the Senate's refusal tu ratify it. On the question as to who is to 
blame for this unfortunate development. opinions will differ. The 
Democrats will blame the Republicans, whilst the latter will attempt 
tolay the onuson Senator Lodge and his associates: It is interesting. 
in this connection, to recall that in December last. when there was 
some hope that President Wilson would make some move which 
-would make ratification poxsible, an official statement was issued 
from White House disclaiming any such intention and adding that 
the President ‘has no compromise or concession of any kind in 
‘mind, but intends, so far as he is concerned, that the Republican 
leadars of the Senate shal! bear the undivided responsibility for the 
fate of the Treaty and th: present condition ‘of the world in conse- 
quence of that fate.” This statement was not, apparently, well 
received by the public at large. it being felt that the issues at "stake 
were too great for the flaunting of partisanship on either side. 
Republicans, especially, argued that for any failure to ratify, the 
Demise rats, by their stubborn attitude, would be just as responsible 
as the Ledge group. . , 
~~ Well, we are not here concerned with the matter as te who is to 
blame forthe present deadlock, That deadlock has been'reached in 
spite of frequent appeals by Press and public that the Senators, regard- 
loss of party, shquld agree upon reservations and consolidate the two- 
thirds ma ority in favour of ratfication.

‘GOVERNMENT CANNOT 
REMEDY INCONVENIENCE. 


» The Gazette notifies that the 
Hon, Mr. H. E. Pollock, K. C., 
gave notice, on the 9th March, 
1920, of the following question — 
“ What steps is the Government 
taking to ensure the more regular 
delivery in- future of Mails from 
Great Britain to Hongkong, ria 
Suez?" 

The reply thereto is as follows: 
—The inconvenience cannot be 
remedied by any action ‘of this 
Government as it is due to the 
abnormal shipping conditions at 
the présent time. The Postal 
Authorities in London endeavour 
to send the mails by the quickest 
route available and the recent 
exceptional delays in the delivery 
of certain mails were due to the 
delay and diversion of vessels of 
the Ocean Steamship Co. for 
purposes which were not known 
to the Postal Authorities at the 
time when the mails were put 
on board. It has now been 
arranged that all mails will be 
despatched by the Indian mail, 
that is by the weekly service via 
Marseilles, Bombay and Nega- 
patam and it is hoped that this 
arrangement will proye more 
satisfactory.” 


A HONGKONG LABOUR t TRIKE, 


March - 28th-—The strike of 
coolies still goes merrily on only 
the wrong way for the hapless 
coolies. They refused to coal the 
P, and O. liner Pekin, and would 
not work the cargo of the Priok 
to-day. The result is that the 
Pekin has been coaled by 50 
convicts from Victoris Gaol, and 
her cargo- has been handled by 
the Malay crew and by 150 
Volunteers from the Rifle Brigade, 
while the cargo of the Priok 
has been worked by her own 
crew.
